WASIHINGTON, Feb, 1.—Until itis 
de ided whether aie German com- 
mander aboard the British steamer 
Appam brought the ship to a United 
States port as a prize of war or ag a 
converted auxiliary cruiser of the 
German mavy, there will be no deter- 
mination of the United States govern- 
ments course respecting the ship, 

When certain formalities have been 
complied with, the ships passengers, 
including several British colonial of- 
ficials, wil be released and their dis- 
position passed on by immigration 
euthorit.es. Any prisoners of war will 
be released, because internationa, law 
permits no holding of war prisoners 
in a neutral country, 


The United States then, finally, will 
have to deal with the German’ crew 
under Lieut, Berge and if they are 


accounted in the naval service of Ger- 
many, as were the crews of the Prinz 
Ki.tel Friedrich and the Krong Prina 
Welhelm, already interned at the Nor- 
navy yard, they too, will be in- 
terned unless the ship goes to sea 
to run the cordon of British cruisers 
outside,

As to the disposition of the Appam 
herself, if she is held to be an aux.l- 
lary eruiser her commander will have 
the option of interniog or putting to 
fea, after a certain time to make re- 
pairs and take provisions, If she is 
dectared » prize the situation becomes 
more complex and in that event it is 
admitted that the United States will 
have to deal with probably the most 
novel question concerning its neutral- 
ity that has arisen during the war, 

As one of the first steps, the prod-
